Legislators Wrestle With 
ElectiorvAt-Large Problems 



Despite wide-ranging pro- 
pi'i.suls from both sides of the 
aisle in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, progress is being 
made toward an agreement 
on the re-apportloninent 
problems, according to House 
Lender William Murphy. 
"Perhaps the most -promising 
slgu, v ' Murphy said, "is the 
willingness of the legislators 
to discuss the many problems 
on a non-partisan basis and 
1o consider cacti proposal on 
its merits as a solution to an 
intolerable situation." 

As an example of the will- 
ingness of each party to seeft 
an equitable solution, Mur- 
phy pointed to tentative ac- 
ceptance by Democratic 
House leaders of a proposal 
that Slate Representative bal- 
lots be counted in centralized 
counting locations, rather 
than in individual precincts. 
Republicans contend that 
centralized counting will bo 
fasler. more efficient and less 
expensive. 
' "At the beginning of the 



session," Representative Mur- 
phy said, "the Democrats 
were adamant in Insisting 
that counting take place In 
individual precincts, but now 
they are willing to discuss 
our suggestion, providing 
adequate safeguards for in- 
tegrity of ballots are as- 
sured." 

As the Legislature moved 
into the second week of the 
special session called by Gov. 
Kerncr, there was agreement 
that a State Representative 
primary should be avoided If 
possible, with candidates for 
the 177 House scats to be 
selected at party conventions. 

"The method of ' selecting 
delegates and the number of 
delegates Tor such a conven- 
tion remain major stumbling 
blocks," Murphy said. "Thero 
is general agreement that 
each section of the state must 
be represented and, as a prac- 
tical matter, any legislation 
adopted will have to provide 
a reasonable balance between 
the two parties." 



The number of candidates 
each party should have on the 
General Election ballot is also 
a subject of widespread dis- 
cussion, with proposals rang- 
ing frfom the full 177 House 
membership to the present 
Republican strength of 00 
seats. 

Speaker of the House John 
Lewis has indicated a prefer- 
ence for 118, or two-thirds, 
but Murphy and other Repub- 
lican representatives favor a 
smaller number as a means 
of safeguarding Republican 
control of the House. 

"We are holding numerous 
parly conferences to give 
each proposal a full hearing 
so. that when we finally sub- 
mit a bill it will have full 
backing of the Republican 
membership in the House," 
Murphy said. 

The legislature Is sched- 
uled to adjourn Thursday 
and return on Sunday to con- 
tinue deliberations on the 
election problems.

URBAN A — Young, teen- 
agers entertaining the ''gang" 
nt home 'this winter may wel- 
come, some unusual 'games, 
"Dads can supply many of, 
these games right from their 
home workshop," -says - FrJj.
